Reported American Also Sees 


War in Disposition of 


Chinese Province - 


(By the Associated Press) , 


WASHINGTON — It 
was the 


unanimous opinion of American ex- 
perts on far eastern affairs at Ver- 
sailles that war • must result from 
the peace treaty provision giving 
Japan control in the Chinese prov- 
ince of Shantung, the senate foreign 
relations committee was told today 
by Thomas F. Millard, an American 
writer, who was attached to the 
Chinese peace delegation. 


Concluding a detailed story of the 


Shantung negotiations, 
which he 


said- came directly'-from delegates to 
the conference, Mr. Millard said: 


"In my opinion if a Marplot had 


set out deliberately to put China in 
an embarrassing position, the out- 
come could not have been more un- 
fortunate. China has lost out en- 
tirely on her 'Shantung claim. By 
reason of advice given her by the 
United States, she did not raise at 
all other questions in which she -was 
interested.. And by reason of- her 
refusal to sign the 'treaty .under 
those circumstances she is' complete- 
ly isolated.

Though it's a bad thing to- be • • 
doped with either, chocolate is, 
of course,' far better than al- 
cohol and the soda fountains are 
performing a service in helping 
make the transititon from a wet 
to a'dry country. 
"This is not as strange- as it 


sounds, when one realizes .that 
alcohol and' chocolate are com- 
posed of the same chemical 
properties, carbon,- oxygen and 
hydrogen^though in different 
combinations. 
N Chocolate has a 


chemical reaction -upon the body 
similar to that of alcohol, 
though not nearly so strong. 
Sugar is also slightly stimulat- 
ing, but far less so than choco- 
late. That is why chocolate or 
coco is the most popular flavor. 


"Offer chocolate candies to a 


man who has had a glass of 
beer or who is smoking.
